James Treccthic Austin of Massactusetts, 
who wrote as follows in the North Am 
ican Review of October, 1821: 7 


We shall not in future hear of any 
convict being sentenced a fourth time. 
Out of the whole number of 1471 that 
have been sent to the State prison in 
Charlestown 133 were for a second 
time, seventeen a third time and eight 
a fourth time. A law was passed two 
years since providing that when any 
criminal sent to the prison was found 
to have been there before the Attorney- 
Genera] should proceed against him by 
information and he should be sen- 
tenced for a further term not exceed- 
ing seven years, because of ble second 
conviction; and if a criminal should 
come there for.the third time he 
should be proceeded against in a simi- 
lar manner and should be sentenced 
to confinement for life. Seven convicts 
are now there for life under this new 
law. In this way all those who are in- 
curable will be taken from preying on 
the public and, having previously 
learned some trade in the prison, can 
be advantageously employed.
